A. STRANOG AND ROUANTIO OAREEB. 

Ttie Naw York Ifor/d gives tbe aooexed 
sketch of the Duohesa de Berri, whose death 
was announced by telegraph a few days ogo : 

This renaarkatlo woman, the njother of 
Henri V, commonly known as the Count da 
flhambord, tba Bourbon pretender lo the 
French throDo, waa a daughter of Francis I, 
ol Naples. The Priocesa Caroline Fernanda 
Louiio was born in Palermo November 5, 
1798. When but little over the ago of 17 
<s\\o was married to thu Duke de Berri, son of 
Ilie then reigning King of Franca, Oharl.a 
X. The young bride was lively and eogagiog 
ill manners, generous in disposiaon and loud 
of an, literature and ploasnrea— all of which 
combined to make her populari jw:ilfa> .the 
Francb people. Her husband was of a oon'« 
genial naturo and ber married life opened 
pleasantly. On Ihe 2l8t ol SeptHmbor. 1819, 
Bho gave birth to a daugbier. which waa her 
llr^t child. 

Five montba later that dreadful tragedy 
occurred that oonvolaed France — the asBaa« 
cinatioo of tbe Duke de Berrl, Loavel, tho 
u9!-axiu, was a taoatioal Bonopartlsl who, 
in atrikiog down tbe Prinoe hoped thereby to 
end tbo French Bourbon dynasty in the per- 
eoii ol ihu only member vvbo could perpeiuale 
the race. 'I'ho daughter jujt menlioutd cuuld 
not iutierit tbe throne under tho Salio law 
und no sou bad yet been born to tbe Doke. 
I'hs murder took place at Ibe portal of the 
Opera Huosj in Paris. The uniortanate 
Prince was handiog b B wile to her carriage 
wheu Louvel Btabbud him in tbe right "ids. 
He wuB curriud to the parlor of tho buJding 
unil t.V|ii'i'cl SHOO otter, surrounded by the 
royul iauiily, liut the putpose of tbe mur- 
derer wag frustrated. Tbe Duchess was 
pregnant with aoolbef , obild aod seven 
mouths after, on the' 29th Sepiember, 1820, 
fhe gave birth lo a sod, the present Connt de 
(Jliaiubuuri:.
